Broadly speaking, there are in industry two main classes 
of business: the competitive and the specialty types.

THE FIREPLACE

Probably nothing in the home is so closely linked with 
home life as the fireplace. From time immemorial the 
symbol of the home and of hospitality has been the 
fire on the hearth.
